HARRY HILL LED THE WAY,

SULLIVAN’S ADVERSARY. 
“TUG WILSON’S” GREAT FAME. 
Special Dispatch to The Uhicago Tribune. 

New York, July 17.—“Tug Wilson” is the 
fighting name of Joe Collins, who was born at 
Leicester, England, on March 31, 1847, and is 
consequently 35 years old. He began his public 
batties in 1866 by beating Kinney, “the shoe- 
black“ of Birmingham,in one hour and ten 
minutes. He was next matched in July, 1867, 
against Johnny Ormey, of Leicester. After a 
desperate battle of an hour, the potice inter- 
fered and broke up the fight. On the second 
meeting to decide the fight, Urmey falled to ap- 
pear, and Tug received the stakes. In March, 
1868, he entered the ring a second time with 
Kindey. The battle was a severe one, and after 
thirty-seven rounds, lasting two hours and 
tweuty-nine minutes, the blue coats appeared. 
The battle was declared a draw. Tuy wae not 
Satisiied, and offered to fight the Birmingbam 
man for £100 agaiust £80. inney did not reply. 

FOR ELEVEN YEARS 
ine did not arain appear within the ropes. In 
i879, while he was ou a visit at Nottingham, a 
match was arrangec between him and Teddy 
Kearney for £20 a side, which be won in twenty- 
eight rounds in ou hour and forty-five minutes.

A voLuMmINous report was filed yesterday 
before Judge Blodgett in the chancery case 
of the Charter Oak Life-Iusurauce Company 
against the Cook County National Bank. 
After the bank failed the insurance company 
advanced Allen, Stephens & Co. $300,000 to 
pay off their depositors, and became as- 
signee of all their assets, including thetr un- 
settled claim against the Cook County Na- 
tional Bank. The present suit was then 
brought to fix the amount of such claim and 
enforce its payment. Mr. E. B. Sherman, 
to whom the case was referred as Master in 
Chancery, very ably weighs the complicated 
testimony and decides on all the main points 
in favor of Allen's partners, Stephens 
and Blennerhassett. After giving a short 
account of Allen's purchase of the 
Cook County Nationa! Bank, and his desper- 
ate efforts to pay Paul by robbing Peter, the 
accounts of the parties are examined at 
length. The Master throws out nearly all 
the claim of Allen and criticises sharply his 
system of bookkeeping. The testimony of 
Stephens and Blennerhassett, although they 
were parties in interest, seems to have been 
much more reliable than that of their Chi- 
cago partner. They claimed the large bal- 
ance of $699,935.43, but the Master cuts this 
down to $593,228.20, All the depositors of 
the Cook County National Bank will be in- 
terested in this finding, as, if the report is 
confirmed, the ult will be to very largely 
reduce the dividends commg to them. No 
dividend of course has yet been paid on 
this, but if it is held to be valid the company 
will be entitled to over $47,000 before the 
other creditors get any further dividend. 
The finding will probably be somewhat un- 
expected, for the majority of those who 
thought at all about the matter supposed 
that after the decision that the blanket mort- 
gage to Allen, Stephens & Co. was held to be 
invalid, their claim also would probably be 
rejected. The matter will come up before 
Judge Blodgett next, on exceptions to the 
Master's report, when the whole testimony 
will be gone over again to a greater or less 
extent before the claim is finally settled.

QUIXOTE IN POLITICS. 

There is a Demecratic newspaper in Chi- 
cago which has masqueraded several years 
under the dress of party independence. 
Every once in a while, however, the cloven 
foot creeps out from under the political 
domino and reveals the true character of the 
wearer. The latest manifestation of parti- 
san wile will be found in the following prop- 
osition, suggested ostensibly in the interest 
of civil-service reform: 


That in 1884 the 2 the Republican and Demo- 
cratic parties] sball unite in naming one citizen 
as their common choice for President, upon the 
2 —2—, and mutual agreement that ne 
Shall not act as the President of either, but — 
an impartial, non-partisan Chief Magistrate of 
the Nation which contains both; that he. — 
not treat the public offices as spoils belon 
the victors, nor as patronage to be — te to 
anybody; nor farm out the appointing power to 
Senators, Representatives, or party bosses; but 
that be shall reall a Oabinet of the party which 
shall choose a majority of the Re ntatives, 
and hold the Cabinet responsible for the success 
or failure of the party administration. 


There is not much reason to doubt that the 
Democratic managers would fasten upon 
such an arrangement greedily if they 
thought there were the slightest hope of 
obtaining the consent of the Republican man- 
agers. The Democrats have been making 
desperate efforts to elect a President ever 
since they forfeited their claim to National 
trust by the secession, rebellion, and war 
which their action forced upon the country. 
All their machinations to that end have 
failed. They declared the War a failure, and 
were beaten. They voted the War a success, 
and were beaten. They took up as their 
candidate an old-time Abolitionist and orig- 
inal Republican, but could not deceive the 
people, They returned to their vomit, and 
thought by intrigue and corruption to seize 
the Presidency, but they failed. They have 
tried civilians and military heroes, have 
flirted with the Greenbackers and sworn by 
hard money, have in turn reiterated and dis- 
avowed the State-sovereignty heresy, which 
is the distinctive mark of their existence, 
have followed the progress of the Re- 
publican party about four years late, 
have experimented with every expedient 
which political shrewdness has been able to 
suggest, but all to no purpose. No doubt, 
then, they would gladly agree to vote with 
the Republicans for some non-partisan can- 
didate (if it were possible to find such a per- 
son qualified to fill the office of Chief-Mag- 
istrate), and leave to the Congressional ma- 
jority the privilege of shaping the policy of 
the Administration. At all events, such a 
plan would give them some chance to con- 
trol the Executive Administration of the 
Government which the regular method of 
electing a President does not hold out to 
them. With the aid of intimidation and 
fraud in the Southern States, the Democrats 
sometimes succeed in securing control of 
Conxress when they cannot choose a Presi- 
dent, and they would doubtless be happy to 


-| avail themselves of the same connivance 


with bulldozing and ballot-box stuffing as a 
means to get the control of the Executive 
part of the Government during four %years. 
They will have no such opportunity. 

Of course the scheme outlined in the above 
paragraph is utterly enimerical. There is no 
inducement for Republican party to 
enter into an alliance with the Democrats to 


elect a so-called “non-partisan,” or more 


properly a compromise candidate for Presi- 
dent. The Democratic party would not 
listen to any such proposition if ‘it were not 
so hopelesiy moribund. Political condi- 
tions are not favorable to any such arrange- 
ment. It is hard to conceive of a man of 
sufficient character and ability to serve as 
President of the United States who has not 
strong convictions as to the principles 
which divide the and Republican 


Democratic 
parties. Te is lugged in 


present ambition of the Democratic party 
promises any aid to this reform movement 
from the clique of politicians who control it. 
A helpless President who should give him- 
self over into the hands of a Democratic 
Cabinet, appointed at the dictation of a 
Democratic Congress, would be unable to 
check the headlong rush of Democratic 
place-hunters which would set in at once. 
There would bea revolution in the civil 
service; but that is not reform. The people 
might just as well elect a Democratic Presi- 
dent at the start, and that they would not do. 
Civil-service reform is only to be achieved 
by the combined effort of law, public opin- 
ion, and long-continued practice. The Re- 
publican party has made considerable head- 
way toward it in its long tenure of power, 
which gives a certain assurance of per- 
manency to officers and employés who are 
competent and faithful. The next step is one 
which would probably have been taken if 
Garfield had lived—viz.: to provide by law 
for fixed terms for the minor officers and em- 
ployés of the Government. Until measures 
shall be adopted to assure the retention of 
the skilled and experienced men now serv- 
ing the Government. the threatened revolu- 
tion in the civil service will always bea 
strong argument against the election of a 
Democratic President, and any scheme de- 
signed to circumvent the popular will be- 
cause the people will not consent to elect a 
Democratic President will always be ob- 
noxious to good sense and good morals. 

If the proposition to. which we have re- 
ferred is based upon any genuine desire to 
adopt what is known as the responsible“ 
system of Government—that which obtains 
in England—the answer is, that the American 
system as it is now constituted is not in har- 
mony with the theories of a responsible“ 
Ministry, and that, whether desirable or not, 
the other system cannot be grafted upon our 
Government except through constitutional 
amendments adopted by vote of the people. 
Any indirect and roundabout way to attain 
the proposed change of system is foreor- 
dained to failure. Meanwhile the Republican 
party will not be tempted to surrender the 
trust confided to it by the people, and could 
not be justified in doing so by any sophistry 
based upon a pretense of civil-service re- 
form. 


IN FACT, THOUGH NOT IN NAME. 

Congress in the new Bank-Charter law has 
forbidden any National bank to certify the 
check of adepositor for a larger amount 
than he has on deposit. The prohibitidn is 
aimed at the practice of “\overcertification,”’ 
by which the banks have been in the habit of 
giving creditto their customers by certify- 
ing checks. This section of thelaw has been 
discussed as if it affected Wall street alone. 
As a matter of fact, “overcertification”’ is 
used for members of. the Cotton and Prod- 
uce Exchanges as well as for those of the 
Stock Exchange, and Is practiced in Chicago 
as in New York, though not to an equal ex- 
tent. An enactment of Congress to inter- 
fere with so delicate a matter as the manipu- 
lation of credit in the centres of enormous 
exchanges has been felt by the business 
world to be a very serious thing. One of the 
*“ overcertifying”’ bankers of Wall street de- 
clared that if the law were enforced accord- 
ing to the intention of its framers business in 
Wall street would be blocked, eredits to the 
amount of millions wiped out, and a panic 
started that would ruin this country. But 
the lawyers have saved us from this dreadful 
catastrophe. They looked at the law and 
found a hole in it, through which the banks 
and brokers are now driving at their leisure. 
The law did not prohibt National banks from 
giving credit to their customers; it only for- 
bade one way of doingit. It said the banks 
must not overcertify; it did not say they 
should not “accept.” Last Friday, before 
the law was signed, the banks were overcer- 
tifyine in accordance with their time-honored 
custom, On Saturday they would not over- 
certify, but they would accept.“ 
customer wanted a credit in the old way the 
word accepted was written across the 
face of the check, and the world moved on 
as usual, This is not “ overcertification,” 
the lawyers argue; it is accepting a sight 
draft, which the law does not forbid. Con- 
gress bas been as successful in this reform 
as the missionaries in the Sandwich Islands, 
who, Mark Twain relates, attacked a great 
social evil there with such efficiency that it 
now exists only in reality, and not in name.

THE HYDROGEN LOCOMOTIVE. 

The hydrogen-gas engine whose success- 
ful trial trip between Paterson and Jersey 
City was recently noticed in these columns 
had previously been subjected to a severe 
test extending over nearlya month. The en- 
gine was put on the road June 14, and used 
at first for switching freight about the yard 
at Paterson. Although not designed as a 
freight-engine—the driving wheels being 
sixty-two inches in diameter—the engine 
worked steadily and with entire success in 
the yard until last Wednesday week. It 
pulled at one time as many as thirty-two 
loaded cars. One day it\was run for seven 
consecutive hours, and, fires being pru- 
dently managed, the cost of, the fuel con- 
sumed was found to be 83.00. ta low esti- 
mate the coal required fo e same work 
would have been 16,800 poum or nearly 
nine tons, 

Friday week the engine took the through 
freight from Paterson to Newark. The train 
left at 1:45. There were thirteen fully- loaded 
cars. In going out of Paterson there is one 
mile of heavy grade and curve. The hydro- 
gen locomotive brought the train to the sum- 
mit of the grade without the loss of a single 
pound of steam, and in ten seconds blew off 
at both safety-valves. Biowing off continued 
nearly all the way to Newark, where the 
freight was delivered in time, and the steam- 
c ge showed the same pressure as at the start 
from Paterson. 

Some account of the first trip ot the engine 
with a passenger train will be found in an” 
othercolumn. The start was made exactly 
on time, both the pop and safety valves 
blowing off. Thirteen stops were made. 
The air-brakes worked badly, and hung to 
the tender so that the sheaves threw fire all 
the way. Several minutes were lost in try- 
ing to fix the brakes. Nevertheless, the 
train came into Jersey City one minute 
ahead of time. The time of running twenty 
miles, with thirteen stops, and including 
four minutes lost on the brakes, was fifty- 
three minutes and fifty seconds. One run 
of three miles in three minutes was made. 
The engine left Paterson with 140 pounds of 
steam and the pop-valve blowing off; it came 
inte Jersey City in the same condition. 
Smoke-burners are not permitted to enter 
the depot at Jersey City, but this rule was 
waiyed in favor of the hydrogen engine 
whith gives out no smoke. In passing 
through the Bergen tunnel the doors and 
windows of the cars were purposely opened, 
and the air that entered was pure and sweet- 
smelling. There was no smoke and no 
odor. The cust of this last trial was $1.89. 
Coal at $3 per ton would have cost for the 
same distance $4.09.

THE PROTECTION OF SMOKERS. 

The New York Herald directs attention to 
the fact that the new trade-mark treaty be 
tween this country and Spain has an exeep- 
tional interest for smokers of cigars. Here- 
tofore it has been no offense under our laws 
to counterfeit foreign trade-marks. The 
brands of the best makers of Havana cigars 
have speedily become known to dealers in 
this country, and, as they could be imitated 
at an expense of a few dollars, it has been a 
simple matter to drive them out of the mar- 
ket—first by underselling them and then by 
ruining their reputation, Under the new 
treaty it will de a criminal offense to coun- 
terfeit these brands; detection will be easy 
for an expert, and the business of making 
spurious Havana cigars will be stopped. 

The treaty provision is sound and just. 
The United States owe no courtesies to 
Spain, commercial or otherwise. If the new 
regulation were to be useful only to Cuban 
manufacturers, it would have no special 
justification. But we conceive the object of 
it to be quite different. It is intended to pro- 
tect the American consumers of Havana 
cigars. A man who wishes to buy a 
Havana cigar and has the money to pay for 
it ought to have the privilege of doing 80. 
American makers now have a sufficient pro- 
tection in the enormous duty levied on 
cigars. They ought to be content with that. 
A good domestic cigar is better than a poor 
imported cigar, but a good imported cigar 
is better than any cigar that can be 
made in this country. Now the buyer 
ought to be permitted to make his 
choice. He will have to pay possibly 
twice as much for the imported cigaras for 
a domestic one of the same grade. If he 
wishes to spend his money in that way he 
should have a reasonable opportunity to do 
so. He should not be exposed to the risks 
ofa double fraud, and be made to pay two 
prices for an inferior article. Something is 
due to the vanity and extravagance ot the 
cigarmakers of the country. The exorbitant 
tariff on cigars is levied partly for their bene- 
fit, They should enjoy its paternal watch- 
fulness to the last degree. 

More than 20,000,000 cigars are annually 
made in New York City alone. More than 
half of them are put on the market as genu- 
ine Havanas. The New York manufactur- 
ers, in a very short time, “run out” a popu- 
lar brand with counterfeits. Every smoker 
will remember how the Partagas and Henry 
Clays were ruined in this manner. It is im- 
possible now for the smoker to tell what he 
is buying before he has tried it. Even when 
he buys by the box and sticks to the same 
brand, he will find himself cheated about 
half the time. The clubs and private con- 
sumers who bring in their cigars by the thou- 
sand get about all of the Havana importa- 
tions that are worth anything. The ordinary 
consumer will not probably get many 
Havana cigars under the new treaty, but he 
will at least know that he is not getting them. 
He will no longer have the sweet privilege of 
paying for Havana cigars that he does not 
smoke. His pride may be wounded, but his 
purse will be made whole.

WITCHCRAFT OR SOMETHING Won.“ 

A singular case, if it be true, of religious 
fanaticism, and if it be not true, a repetition 
of astory which has done its bloody work 
for centuries has come to light at Tiza- 
Eszlar, in Hungary, to which brief allusion 
has already been made in our foreign dis- 
patches. The Paris correspondent of the 
New York Times gives some addditional de- 
tails of this very strange case, which may 
yet be the signal for a persecution of the 
Jews in Hungary, where they largely abound. 
as they have not only come on there from 
Poland and Galicia, but also from Russia, 
since the persecution mania broke out in the 
latter country. The circumstances in the 
case are substantially as follows: 

ther Solomozy, a very beautiful young 
peasant girl of Tiza-Kszlar, suddenly disap- 
peared from her home about three months 
azo. Search was instituted, but in vain. 
Neither her parents nor the police could find 
any trace of her, and what added to the mys- 
tery of her disappearance was the fact that 
the girl had no suitors and bore an unblem- 
ished reputation. A few weeks ago her 
mother, who had been unremitting in her 
search, appeared before the police magis- 
trate and said she had met the Rabbi Scharf, 
and that he had told her not to despair, as her 
child would return, She furthermore 
averred that when leaving her he said there 
were false stories believed among the igno- 
rantand superstitious that the Jews on the 
eve of the Passover made useof Christian 
blood in the preparation of their bread, and ad- 
vised her not to give credence to such a story 
ifshe should hear it, asit was a lying tale. 
The rabbi’s caution, instead of quiet- 
ing the mother, made her suspicious, 
and she communicated her suspicions to her 
neighbors. Meanwhile they were strength- 
ened by the statement of the rabbi’s young- 
est son to a neighbor’s child that there had 
been a secret ceremony in the synagog, at 
whith Esther was present. The matter was 
laid before the police, and they arrested the 
whole Scharf family. The rabbi and his 
wife and eldest son, Benjamin, stoutly denied 
the accusation, but the younger one, a boy of 
6, affirmed that the girl was sacrificed by his 
father on che afternoon of Easter Eve, and 
persisted in the affirmation. An effort was 
made for severa) days to induce Benjamin to 
tell something, and at last he said that he 
wanted to make a full confession. The 
Judge sent for him, and he said that 
on the afternoon of the Passover, after the 
regular religious ceremonies were finished, 
his father, three foreign rabbis, a beggar 
from Galicia, and several Jewish residents of 
the place remained until the rest of the con- 
gregation had gone. ‘They then sent the boys 
away, but they remained in the court-yard 
and saw their father call Esther in and shut 
the door. They then peeped through the 
keyhole and saw the beggar and one of the 
foreign rabbis bind her hand and foot and 
place her on a table, while another of the 
rabbis cut her throat. Their father held a 
basin for the blood, and to make it run freely 


the beggar held her up by the feet. 


Such is the substance of the boy’s state- 
ment, and upon the strength of it ali men- 
tioned were placed in secure eon finement 
except the beggar and the rabbi who killed 
the girl, and who could not be found. Natur- 
ally the affair caused an intense excitement 
among the lower classes of the Magyars, 
and troops have been sent to guard the jail 
where the Jews are confined: The be 
lief that Christian children are killed in 
this way by the Jews as a sacrifice 
or for the sake of getting their blood 
to mix in the Passover bread has 
long been prevalent among the lower classes 
in Poland and Russia, and, for ail that, it is 
a belief which prevailea for centuries all 
over the Continent and in England. Popular 
belief has not always confined the custom to 
the Jews. It has been urged even against 
Christians by Pagans before the former got 
the mastery, and in one form or another it 
has been charged against almost every sect 
which has been at all fanatical! in its belief.

After the revelations in the Freeman case in 
Massachusetts it is not safe to declare that 
religious fanaticism will stop short of the 
shedding of blood. The danger in this case 
is that if the real secret of Esther Solomozy’s 
disappearance is revealed, and it turns out 
to be as charged by the rabbi’s sons, the 
ignorant population of Hungary will regard 
it as a common practice among the Jews and 
vent their rage upon the innocent, in which 
case the fierce Magyars will perpetrate atroc- 
ities as horrible as any that were known in 
the Dark Ages, unless the authorities are 
strong enough to protect them. Tens of 
thousands of Jewish lives have been sacri- 
ficed through belief in just such accusations, 
and it is not impossible that more may be 
added to the list. 8 


THE JEWS IN AMERICA. 

The United Jewish Association has recent- 
ly been seeking to get the most accurate in- 
formation possible concerning the strength 
of the denomination in the United States— 
the number of congregations, of members, 
the total Jewish population, and the vaiue of 
the synagogs, schools, colleges, hospitals, etc. 
There is a moderation about the figures which 
gives assurance of their genuineness, and the 
appearances are that they are rather under 
than over the mark. It seems that the total 
number of congregations in the various States 
and Territories is 278, the numberof mem 
bers 13,768, and the total Jewish population, 
which it will be seen is very large in propor- 
tion to the church members, who are naturally 
confined to those places where there are 
synagogs, 230,084. The largest number of 
Jews is in the State of New York, where 
there are 80,565; next come Pennsylvania 
with 20,000, California with 18,580, Ohio with 
14,581. Illinois with 12,625, and Maryland 
with 10,387. The population in the largest 
cities is as follows:

This estimate of 12,000 for Chicago, half of 

whom are women, and a large proportion of 
the remainder minors, gives an approximate 
idea of the Jewish vote, of which so much 
has been said occasionally about election 
time. Tims total population of 230,984 has 
six hospitals, eleven orphan asylums and 
homes, fourteen free colleges and schools, 
and 602 benevolent lodges. The total value 
of their property, irrespective of the funds 
held by the lodges, which amount to 8704, 
000, is $6,900,000; of which $400,000 is in IIIi- 
nois and $2,750,000in New York. Of the free 
schools maintained by the Hebrews, five are 
in New York, four in Philadelphia, and one 
each in Cincinnati, St. Louis; Chicago, and 
San Francisco. Their hospitals are in New

me months ago Mayor Harrison, smart- 
ing under the whip of public opinion, raided 
the gambling-houses of Chicago, which had 
been running with open doors and flaring 
lights during his entire Administration. 
After a good deal of difficulty, the police 
were induced to provide evidence upon which 
prosecutions were begun under the State 
law, and the subsequent trials led to the con- 
viction of several gamblers. The fines, to 
which the penalty for first convictions is lim- 
ited, were promptly appealed, and there the 
cases rest. The cessation of public gambling 
did not endure more than a fewdays. For 
a short time the doors were locked, the cur- 
tains were drawn, and there was a pretense 
of exclusion. But all this was to relieve the 
police and City Administration of the appear- 
ance of having relaxed in the promulgated 
policy of suppressing the gambDling-houses. 
The gamblers soon tired of this deference to 
public opinion, and they have now resumed 
their former independence. There are 
daily reports of new victims who have 
fallen int» their toils, and one re- 
sort, run by a man named Hankins, 
seems to be sure destruction to any young 
man whom it entices within its temptations. 
This place is said to run what the gamblers 
calla “skin game.” The gamblers them- 
selves avoid it, knowing that they have no 
chance to win. The unwary begin by losing 
their own money, and generally end by 
losing the money which belongs to their em- 
ployers or relatives. The fleecing of these 
young men is just as much robbery as if they 
were knocked down and relieved of their 
pocketbooks by footpads. In fact, the rab 
bery done by the “skin gamblers” is worse, 
because it goes beyond the resources of their 
immediate victims and seizes upon the prop- 
erty of others who have not placed them- 
selves within thé personal reach of the 
thieves. Yet this Hankins place and others 
which are no better are tolerated by Mayor 
Harrison and the police because they are 
under the protection of a certain boss 
gambler who is said to direct po- 
lice movements so far as gambling 
goes. All this is scandalous: Mayor 
Harrison’s reform movement was a mere 
spasm. He has made and is making no 
earnest effort to suppress gambling. He 
started with the theory that it could not be 
suppressed, and he is apparently seeking to 
justify his opinion by his own indifference. 
Even if he be right in holding that gambling 
cannot be stamped ou, altogether, it can cer- 
tainly be regulated by police inspection. He 
can certainly close up those particular hells 
where young men are literally robbed. He 
can compel the gamblers to show some respect 
for public opinion and do their work surrep- 
titiously. He can protect youth from the 
contamination which open, free-and-easy 
gambling involves. He can continue to raid 
the notorious dens and circumscribe their 
business by repeated exposure and fines. 
That he fails to do something of this kind is 
evidence that he is not sufficiently interested 
in the public welfare to attempt it.

EMERSON TU CARLYLE. 
A Letter Written tn 1834. 
London Atheneum. 


_ The following letter, addressed by Emerson to 
Carlyle, will be read with interest at the present 
moment. Mr. Emerson's peculiar spelling of 
Teufelsdröckh has been preserved: 
Conoorp, Mass., 20 November, 1834.—My Dear 
Sir: Your letter, which I re®eived last week, 
made a bright light in a solitary and saddened 
place. I had quite recently received the news of.

Recollections of John Brown. 
To the Editor of the New York Tribune. 

It was my good fortune in early life to make 
the acquaintance of that most conscientious and 
. Puritan, John Brown. wo was a 
farmer, in the Town of Hud Portage Coun- 
ty. O., the seat of the Western rve College, 
dnd was a prominent man among its friends and 
supporters. Thinking that one or two littie 
incidents that bappened to me in — 49 — life, 
in my intercourse with Brown, may be interest- 
ing to your readers, I ask to use a small space in 
your columns for the purpose narrating 
them. 

lL lived about thirteen miles from Brown, and 
hada quantity of wild land, some of which 1 
bad cleared up for the purpose of a sheep 5 
He was an extensive sheep-grower,and one 
morning he showed me his farm and sheep, and 
with such minute particularity pointed out the 
difference in the several animals that I was 
tempted to ask him: “Mr. Brown, could 
not I put one of your sheep, behind 
your back, into your neighbor's tock 
and you not find it easy to pick him out?“ No, 
gir,” he said. *“Icoulddo it as quick as you 
could a school-mate from other boys. 
He then went on to that not only were the 
animais all unlike inform and stature, but no 
two parasites on the y of a mosquito were 
alike, an idea which startled me with its nov- 
elty. I relate this to show that the old man was 
a great thinker as well as actor. 

me thirty years ago. while dining at a hotel 

in the City of dcieveland. I saw Brown seated at 
an adjoin table. He was then on his way 
back from Kausas, hav lost one or two of his 
sons by a Missouri mob. I rose and joined him. 
In a quiet, deliberate way he told a tale of vio- 
lence and outrage, common to the usages in 
that barbarous country, in which | was very 
much interested. He said nothing about the 
dozen horses he had taken from the Missourians 
when he was meses his escape—end I was 
a littie green in thinking I should puzzie him 
with a question about it. Accordingly, in a cas- 
ual way. 1 turned the conversation, and asked 
him if be still retained his er oon vieuon 
ot the truth ot all the principles ot the Bible. 
To which he replied: “Certainly, I hope you 
don't doubt it.” “No,” I said, “and yet, I 
e to know how 7 justify taking those

with the haft of his knife upon the table, that 
set plates and tumblers, knives, forks, and 
spoons dancing a foot high, loudly exclaimed, 
emphasizing every word,.

What incongruity for genius, whose fit 
oruaments and reliefs are poverty and 
hatred, to repase fifty years in chairs of state! 
and what pity that bis Duke did not cut off 
his head to save him from the mean end (for- 
give) or retiring from the municipal incense to 
arrange tastefully his gifts and medals l Then 
the Puritan in me accepts no apology for bad 
morals in such as he. a can tolerate vice in a 
splendid pature. while that nature is battling 
with the brute majority in defense of some bu- 
man principle. The sympathy bis manhood and 
bis misfortune call out adopts even his fault; 
but genius pampered, acknowledged, crowned, 
can only retain our sympathy by turning the 
game force once expended against outward 
enemies now against inward, and carrying 
forward and planting the standard of Oromasdes 
80 sony leagues further on into the envious 
dark.

people. This amendment is thus prohibitory, 
for it Says that cars shail stop only at street in- 
tersections. I do not think you so understood it. 

Although I am not an admirer of corporations 
and believe them too often selfish, yet I think 
that such as street-car companies have interests 
identical with those of the public, and although 
they do not always bend their efforts to the ac- 
commodadion of the people, their own interests 
generally force them so to do, and cause them 
to adopt rules beneficiary to the majority of 
their vatrons. Some discretion should there- 
fore be allowed them. A positive prohibition to 
stopping a car in the middie of a biock would in 
inclement weather work great hardship to old or 
in rm ngers and to women with children. 
The bulk of the passengers reach the cars 
from cross streets. Very frequently such pas- 
sengers are not noticed by the driver or conduct- 
or until the car has already passed the cross 
some feet. In such cases the passenger woul 
under this amendment haveto await the next 
car or would have to walk to the next interseo- 
tion to his Own great inconvenience and to the 
delay of the car which awaits him. Again, a 
—— falls to have the car stopped at the 

tersection he desires, owing to the car being 
frosted, or to the fact that the windows are 
fastened or wet with storw, preventing him or 
ber from geeing where the car is at the time.

the quotations of Saturday. Transac- 
tions large, and the influence of outside 
orders was felt.

Of course, the primary cause of the 
better feeling is the daily improving crop condi-, 
tion and the prospects that the disturbance in 
Europe will enable us to realize fair prices tor 
our products. But beside that a feature which 
bas caued decided relief isthe rectification in 
progress in the foreign trade movement, as in- 
dicated by the New York figures. Furthermore, 
and an important factor, are the railroad earn- 
ings, which even now continue surprisingly 
god.

Some Remarkable Specimens. 
All the Year Round, 

An absurd blunder appeared in the Pariia- 
mentary report of the Daily Telegraph on the 
occasion of Mr. Giadstone’s resolutions on the 
Eastern polio of Lord Beaconsfiela's Govern- 
ment, There a right honorabie gentleman was 
represented as accounting fur the action of an- 
other member of the House by the statement 
that he had sat at che feet of the Gamebird of 
Birmingham,” an allusion to his percepuon 
which was not so intelligible as the rendering of 
other journais, “ the Gamaljiel of Birmmgham.“ 
Perhaps Irish reporters, owing to the recognized 
tendency of the soil and climate, are privileged 
in matters ot this kind. One of them, in de- 
scribing the result of a recent conflict between 
the police and the people in which firearms were 
used, writes: “ In the Union Infirmary lies John 
Smith with his shattered leg, which was ampu- 
tated on Tuesday last. Ordinary mortais might 
have imagined that the surgeon would have 
caused the shattered member to be removed 
from the immediate vicinity of the crippled pa- 
tient. That Ireland bas a strict — 1 of 
this class of com tion can sus- 
tained if this be correctly credited to a Glasgow 
paper's account of a — disaster: The

There was but a lim demand yesterday 
from grain-shippers for vegsel-room to Lake 
Erie ports, while there were free offerings of 
carriers at 2 cents on either corn or wheat to 
Buffalo. There was some demand for vessels 
for lower Canadian ports, and rates were firm at 
5 cents a bushel on corn and 5% cents on wheat 
to Kingston. For some time past the rates on 
corn and wheat to Buffalo and other Lake Erie 
ports have practically been the same, and in a 
great many instances shippers have had the 
privilege of changing their shipments from 
ccrn to wheat, or vice versa, after the vessel 
was taken to the elevator, and thereby have 
caused an apparent discrepancy to appear in che 
quantity of the different kinds of grain 
shipped by lake from that published in the 
papers of the day before. Shipments are made 
on the receipts given the elevators, and when 
the grain is delivered the receipts are canceled. 
Some parties have become greatly exercised over 
the statements of the quantities of the different 
kinds of grain shipped, and seem to think that 
there is a huge conspiracy of some kind afoot, 
but what it is they are at a loss to Know. No- 
body pretends or believes that the exact number 
of bushels of grain received or shipped each 
day is given, The totals may bé a few hundred 
bushels more or less, but are very nearly cor- 
rect. For instance: The steamship Onoko was 
chartered on her first down trip to take 100,000 
bushels of coru to Buffalo, Dut took only 96,000 
and odd bushels. On der second trip 
she was again chartered to carry 100,000 
bushels of corn, but loaded 105,000 bushels. So it is 


with nearly every vessel that loads grain, but in 


the end there is an average. Those parties who 
have had their fears excited that there is collu- 
sion to everestimate or underestimate recei 
or shipments of grain can rest assured that they 
are groundless.

The Schooner J. Loomis McLaren. 

The following is the official survey of the new 
schooner J. Loomis McLaren, made by Capt. 
W. H. Rounds for the Inland Lloyds: The Mo- 
Laren was built at Manitowot by Hanson & 
Scove and is owned by Christerson & Michelson, 
ofthis city. She has a wide shelf and twelve iron 
hanging knees on each side; has four streaks of 
4-inch clamps, scarfed and well fastened and 
keyed in the seams; has five bilge streaks 5% to 
4 inches inside and outside, all edge bolted; the 
desd rise is one inch to the foot; frames 22-inch 
centres; the main keelson is 10x26 and has two 
riders 10x12 inches; the sister keeisons are 8x10 
inches; her keel is 12x12 inches; sister keels &x 
10, and garboards 6x12, all thoroughly bolted 
and edge- bolted to the keel; her stanchions are 
well secured with iron straps over the beams; 
the beams are 8x11 inches, with 930 inches space: 
she has two breast-hooks forward and one aft; 
her partners are kneed; she has 3x19-inch string- 
ers under the rail inside, and 3x12-inch stringers 
outside; the rail is 4x14 inches; there is a mon- 
key-rail the whole Jength of the vessel: éhe has 
four hatches, and cabin on deck. She is 132 feet 
in length, 2% feet 6 inches beam, and 9 feet 6 
inches hold. Sbe bas three masts, and is wire 
rigged, and is sipplied with two patent iron 
pumps. Her sheer is large and modei good, with 
A most beautiful stern. She rates Al, and is 
vaiued at $17,500. Sheis a model vessel in all 
respects.
